OrrAWA, May 1.— The rrcmiur in- 
formed your correHpotideiit to-night tlmt 
lie oxijoetcd to to Montreiil lo-iiior- 
row, thence proceeding to Winninei,', 
lirobftbly on Monday. On his return 
East he will address gatherings at Tor- 
onto, Montreal and other places, and 
tiien pay a visit to the Maritime Pro-, - 
incos. 

As to his election iiuiiiifesto, .Sir 
Cliiirles could only say time it would not 
be out for a couple of days yet, and of 
course he could not indicate in advance 
what its chief plnnUs were. As^, how- 
ever, the Premier ha.s taken a .slron;,' 
stand ujion several iiiijiortant jioints o! 
(nil.dic jiolicy since his re-entry to the 
t,'ovorniiient, it is not difTienll to 'forecast 
the leadinti; features of the platform ii))- 
on which Sir Charles Tupper will ajijieal 
to the electorate. 

Without question there will be a eig- 
nificant declaration upon the subject of 
preferential trade within the Empire as an 
adjunct to the jirotective policy which 
has (lone so much to flevelop tlie indus- 
trial life of Canada. Not unlikely, also, 
the people will be asked to sustain the 
[lolicy of the ^tovernnienl in improving 
the eduijiinenl of the militia and 
stientilhenins; tlieilefences of Canada, in 
rejianl to which expenditure the opposi- 
tion manifested a spirit of ni>,'i;ar(liiness. 

The Premier will doubtless ask the 
approval of the policy of aid to railways, 
especially in British Coltiiiibiii the min- 
ertil weiilth of which province is now at- 
tracting great attention. 

On the Manitoba school question the 
conntry may bo asked to approve the 
policy of the government, which has 
given its pledge to maintain the coiisli- 
liiliunal niiarantees. 

Sir Charles having completed his 
cabinet, at 1 :30 this afternoon all the 
niinistiM's were sworn in before llie (jov- 
ernor-Geiieral with the e.Kception of 
Colonel Tisdale, who will not arrive in 
the city until to-morrow. The new 
cabinet is constituted iis follows:

I''crgiisiiii anil ,1. .1. l-ioss, miiiis- 
lers witliDUt portli.ilio. Sir C. H. Ttiii- 
lier is Holicitur-generai, willnnit a seat 
i 11 the cabinet. 

The ceiemony. of swearing in lasteil 
until nearly 2 o'clock, at which hour the 
Ihig was lowered ou the vice-regal office 
and His Kscellency returned to liideau 
Hall. 

Three members of the late adminis- 
tralioi! are md iri i.lie new cabiniit. They 
are Sir .Viinljihe (\iroii, Hon. ,T. A, 
Oiiiniet and lion. T. .\layne Haly, their 
plac'cs lii'ing taken liy Ibiii. L. O. 'Vaillon, 
preniior of (.Juebcc, Hon, A. R. .-\ngerB, 
and -Mr. Hugh .loliii iMaedonald. 

Although soniewhat prepared by last 
night's report for a change in the tiuebec 
representation, the announcement that 
Sir Adolphe Curon and Hon. J. A. 
Onimet were not in the new eabinel was 
leceived with surprise. .Still the giuieriil 
verdict of local (.'niisi^rvalives is that by 
the infusion of new blood from that pro- 
vince Sir Charles has done much to 
strengthen party prestige in the Quebec 
disi rict. 

Hon. Mr. Desjardins loft for Montreal 
last niglit, having .-^aiil gooil-liye as he 
tlionglil to ollicial life. At St. Martin's 
.Iiinction, boweviM', he w;is intercepted 
by Hon. Mr. .Angers and induced 
by him to relurii to Ottawa. It Mjipears 
that -Mr. .\Tiger.-J was jisked by the 
Premier to lake the (iuebec leadei'shiji 
and he did so on the understanding that 
he would have the choice 'Of his French 
Canadian colleagues in the cabinet. 
Mr. Angers has secured Premier Taillon 
and Hon. Mr. Desjardins. These three 
are from (Juebcc, together with Hon. ,1. 
,1. IvosH, who althoiigh wearing a Scot- 
tish name is a French Canadian witli a 
seat without portfolio. 

Sir Charles closed up tlie Ontario 
vacancy by assigning Col. Tisdale to 
portfolio of militia. 

The new minieters lunched together 
at the Rideau Club after the swearing 
in ceienjony, and then held a council 
meeting which lasted over two hours. 
The principal business transacted was 
the naming of the railway committee 
of the privy eouncil and the 
treasury be ar 1. The former is composed 
of Hon. Messrs. Hagcart, Dickey, Prior, 
Ives, Taillon and Macdonald. The 
treasury board will consist of Hon. 
Messrs" FoBter, Cosligan, Taillon, Angers 
and Wood. 

Hon. Mr. Taillon's acceptance of a 
portfolio disBolved the (iuebec ministry, 
of which ho was premier, and rumor 
assigns the provincial preinier8hi|) to 
Hon. Mr. Nantel, who is a great friend 
of Lieutenant-Governor Chaphiiiu. Mv. 
Angers will retain his seat in the Senate 
and will lead the upper house. Mr. 
Desjardins will resign, liis senatorship, 
and probably run for Maissonneuve, 



while Mr. Taillon will probably contest 
Terrebonne, although this is problema- 
tical. Of course Mr. Onimet does not 
propose to quit politics. Ho will run in 
I. aval just the same as if he were a 
minister. 

It is notewoithy that La iMinorve to- 
day has a strong article protesting 
a;ain8t Sir Adol) h.' Oaron and Mr. Oui- 
met being dropped, but the protest came 
too late. 

The Premier authorizes the statement 
tint, in addition to the ministers from 
Ontario already given, there will be 
a Ided to the cabinet without portfolio a 
1 adii g gentleman in public life, whose 
name is not given. 

Sir Adolphe Caron says he knows no- 
thing of the report that in a few months 
he is likely to be appointed High Oom- 
misstoner. He will contest Ilimouski 
and do his utmost to aid in securing a 
new lease of jiower to the C'ouservative.s. 

Sir Charles Tupper has given assur- 
ances to Hon. Messrs. Wooil and Prior 
that at the coining session, should the 
jiarty be in oliice, a bill will be intro- 
duced abolishing the controllersliips and 
resliniiig tin; name of iiiiiii.sters. The 
two controllers will take jirecedence over 
li ve of I lieir colleai;iies.

Lo.s-noN, Jlay 1. — The followin^j 
patch has been received from liiiluuuyo, 
dated April 30: "Scouts report that a 
Matabele impi was defeated in an en- 
gagement on the north bank of the Um- 
gii/.i river, and it now occupies Eopjet, 
to the east of Tabainbuna, commanding 
the Salisbury road, awaiting Cecil 
Rhode's column, which is expected to 
reach Gwela to-night. 

The soiisation caused in JCiigland by 
the jinblicalion of the substance of Ihe 
telegrams and documents which came 
into the jiossession of the autliorities of 
the South African republic cannot bo es- 
timated. The weight of evidence which 
they furnish against the persons to whom 
they are addressed, aud by whom they 
were signed, as to tliose persons being 
engagetl in the conspiracy to overthrow 
the Transvaal, is admitted to be crush- 
ing. The press very generally condemn 
them. But strenuous eflbrts are being 
made to prevent a sweeping condemna- 
tion of the authorities of Cajie Colony 
and the British South Africa Chartered 
Comjiany ftii tlier than the individuals 
wiiose names are included in the docu- 
mentary evidence. 

The Times in an editorial on the sub- 
ject, says: "Ills im[)ossible to igjiore 
the gravity of the conclusion to which 
the published telegrams peint. They 
establish, beyond the possibility of a 
doubt, that Hon. Cecil Rhodes, then 
premier of Gape Colony; Mr. Alfred 
Beit, director of the British South Afri- 
ca Company, and Mr. Rutherford Har- 
ris, secretary of the company, were privy 
to the movements against Johannes- 
burg, and that the leaders of the move- 
ment counted upon their help and coun- 
tenance to insure success. The tele- 
grams just taken prove that Mr. 
Rhodes a])proved of the revolution. 
Nothing in the correspondence goes to 
show that the actual crossing of the 
frontier by Dr. .Jameson, tinder circum- 
stances under which that step was 
eventually taken, was known to Mr. 
Rhodes, or carried out at his approval. 
The reasons with actuated Dr. Janieson 
in crossing the frontier when he did re- 
main shrouded in mystery, and his 
conduct awaits explanation. He may 
have to give it at the trial." 

The Times proceeds to justify Jlr. 
Rhodes for consenting to an armed force 
on the frontier on the ground that it was 
a foregone conclusion for several years 
that an attempt would be made to obtain 
redress of the Uillanders' grievances by 
force if necessary. 

" This was shown," says the Tiuies, 
" by the rejiort that Sir Henry Loch, 
governor of Cape ' Colony, bad knowl- 
edge of such intention. Nobody can 
soi imisly blame i\Ir. Rhodes for regard- 
ing this movement without disfavor, but 
bis position as Premier should restrain 
him from mising actively in eueb a ven- 
ture. He might possibly be excused, 
but lie cannot be justified, for the part, 
he played." 

NEWS OF THE DOMINION.

U. S. Alien Labor Law. 

Windsor, May I. — The prospect of the 
passage of the alien labor bill by con- 
gress has caused excitement here and 
many families have already taken hoii.«ea 
in Detroit. Richard Botslord and Ric.H- 
ard Northwood, em|doyes of the ferry 
company, were to-day notified that they 
must become residents of Detroit or for- 
feit their situations. 

Builders' Laborers on Strike. 

Toronto, May 1.— The bricklayers' 
laborers here have decided to strike for 
increased ])ay. This ])uts about a thou- 
sand men out. The trouble aritos out 
of the master builders refusing to sign 
an agreement with the men for 21 cents 
^an hour. If the various affiliated uniona 
act in sympathy with the builders' 
laborers union there will be fuily one 
thousand men on strike. 

A Former Belle-vlUe Boy. 
Bklleville, May l-^Nows comes from 
Buiralo, N.Y., of the death last night of 
Dr. Neliemiali Osborne, aged 5.S years. 
He was born in Belleville, Out., aud 
was edui'uted al Prince Albert College. 
Al the time of his death he was on the 
staffs of the Lexington Heights Hospital 
and the Erie County Homeopathic Soci- 
ety. A widow and two sons survive .

c. ii)ital, tliu .Miowcra on her arrival yes- 
terday bringing tlie gojd news that the 
storm— whose intensity was in no way 
exagt;erated~ passed the islands by a 
i*w fortunate miles, much to the aaiie- 
faction of the islanders. Two trading 
schooners were cauglit within the belt 
of the tempest and their fragments 
cast upon the beach of N'iti Leva lo 
mutely tell the story of their 
battle'with the storm and the fate of the 
17 men comprising tlieir crews. ApiMt 
from this intelligence the Miowi-ra 
brought little news, her own trip having 
been utterly devoid of incidents of inter- 
est. She aiiilu.i from Sydney Ai)ril S, 
touclied at Suva six days later, passed 
the south-bound Warrimoo the day fol- 
lowing, efoBsed the equator on the 17th 
and called at Honolulu on the 22nd, 
sailing from the Hawaiian capital on 
the 28rd. Throughout the voyage strong 
liead winds and liig.'i seas were experi- 
eiiceil, with a northwest gale on the L'Sth 
which continued for I'-Uiours. Lin tlie 
21)th a fourniaated steanier, siipiKised to be 
tlie Wliile Star, bound for San Fran- 
cisco, was sighted, and on Thursday a 
four-masted bark and a full rigged shi», 
the latter 50 miles to the souihwi^st o\ 
Fli't'erv. The pas a.;e throughout was 
of a ve y pleasant nature socially, sev- 
eral very siurces^lul coiiiU!rts being lield, 
and Ca'ptuiii C'luuies W . Ilay, who on 
the j)reriunt occasion replaced Captain 
Stott in the command, doing everythiiivt 
in his power to add to the comfort and 
pleasure of his pasaen^era. The latter 
in lokcn of their appreciation handed to 
Captain llay on the termination of 
the Voyage a leBtinioiiial signed by 
all, in which they signified their 
'• apiireciation of the very great courtesy 
and universal kindness received from 
Captain llay during the trip, and sin- 
cerely wished him the best of good 
luok " ; they also inciuiled the ollirers 
under Captain Hay's comnnmd in the 
expression of their good opinion.

WOiNDERFUIi A PPAKATUS. 

A Machine That Turns Out Salmon Cans at 
the Rate of Sixty-Five a 
Minute. 

An automatic can makinir machine to 
facilitate the manufacture of these 
articles i'^ on view at the Albion Iron 
Works. The invention, which turns out 
cans at the rale of 06 to the minute, is a 
wonderful improvement over the old 
methods in voL'ue at the salmon can- 
neries of making caiiH by hanil. The in- 
ventor is -Mr. Hume, the well known 
caiiiierv owner ol Weilderburn. Kogue 
river, Oregon, who is also interested 
largely in the Alaska salmon fisheries. 
His iiiea was to get a quick and perfect 
method of making cans by machinery 
and he has succeeded admirably, and at 
his EoKUO river cannery has already 
one of his machines at wmk. 
Mr. Hume has made arrangements witti 
the Albion Iron 'Works to manufacture 
thcRC machines and it is expected that a 
readv sale nill he found for them in this 
province. Tiie lirst test was made on 
Thursiiav, Mr. Hayes, who represents 
.Mr. lluiiie, explaining the process oi 
turning out the cans. First oi all the 
tin iilalesare ied into the iiia'-hine at one 
end and are cut automatically to the re- 
(|uired dimensions. This passes on to a 
forming horn wdiicli turns the llaiigesoii 
the strips oi tiu, one up, the other down. 
The tin iieiiig then curvi'd round cylin- 
der the llangesare lapped together and a 
bumper closes the seam. The can passes 
on to the soldering apparatus, an ingen- 
ious contrivance which first i)Uta on 
Ihe acid and then solders the 
seam as neatly as possible. A reel 
holds the wire solder, and an automatic 
cutter chops oil' the aiuount, reiiiiireil. 
The solder is melted by either a t:as or 
gasoline llaiue. The can now runs 
throUL'h a cooling cylinder and receives 
its bottom from a iiress whicli jiunclies 
out discs for heads and bottoms. 'Ihe 
bottom meets the can at the header, as 
it is called, one disc at a time, dro|iping 
into place just as the can comes along, 
The bottom is [iressed on the can, it 
jiasses along into a chute and is carried 
away ready to bo tilled. The imuhiiu; 
has spaces for thirty-eight cans, and as 
alieadv stated si.-cty-live cans a minlite 
i.s the eainicitv. The machine turns out 
round cans, but by changing the shape 
oi the horn any other shape may be 
made, cheapness and iiuiekiicss being 
the two great advantages oi the method.

TI\o miiil ailvicuH \vl)icli the R.M.S. 
Mioweni brought to Victoria yeaterdiiy 
confirm even the worst conjecitures baaed 
on cabled information as to the ex- 
tent of the loss of life and property in 
conseqnence of the exploaion in the 
Brainier mine, near Wellington, N. Z., 
on the 27th of March. As to thu canst- 
of the explosion it appears liUely tu re- 
iiuiiti a uiystei'V, ua from tliu daily re- 
ports of the mine nothing ean be gaili- 
ered of any escape of fire damp or other 
gas'. Before the men went to work ii 
was tlio duly ot the overseer to exann'ne 
tlie workings, ami this w;us dono on I he 
(lay of the (■atastroplie. The fact llial 
the overseer's son is amongst the lust 
proves that lliere was no iUui;ftM' to lie 
naturally ajjpreheiuleil. When tlio gov- 
ernment inspector visited the mine tiiree 
weeka before, there was no auspieioii 
of firo damp, and it is surmised that the 
dreudiul e.t plosion was caused by some 
sudden inflow of gaa in the course of 
breukinK down the coal. Mr, Mc- 
Dougall, the mineral manager uf the 
company owning the poUiery, when in- 
tervieweil, said that the men were eii- 
gaiied in breakiin; down the pillara leit 
standing after the coal crossculs had 
bsfin taken out. The pillars were only 
being removed in (luaiititieB of Irmii iiOU 
to '100 tons a week. Tlie main work was 
being done in another jiart of the pro- 
perty. As the pillars were reniovei.l at 
the back of the drive the ground was 
allowed to subside. The chief trouble of 
the management was to keep the mine 
dry, and a large pumping ])lunt was em- 
ployed. Mr. McDou(;all staled that lie 
was in the drive recently, and did nut 
recollect hearing previously o£ any dan- 
ger from fire damp. He stated too in.x 
every precaution had always been taken 
at the mine, and a large electric liyni 
plant was kept. 

Tlie noble etlbrts of the rescue parlies 
at the pit mouth in no way lesseneii llie 
extent of the awiul calamity. Xoi u 
man was taken alive f''om the poisoneu 
atmospliere of ttie collapseii mine, ami 
so rank and noxious were the gasses that 
filled the workings that the meinbers of 
tlio rescue parties eould only worK for 
brief periods. Il was useless to liopc 
that any of the enloinl)ed, even had 
they survived the efl'eets of the first 
groat explosion, could have liveil for loity 
nourSi Burroanded by the choke damp, 
but notwithstanding the melancboliy 
fact that the elTorta of the rescuers were 
to recover corpses and not to save human 
lives, the work of breaking u wav mlo 
the mine was cariied on with almost 
furious eagerncsB, while groups of the 
bereaved wives and fatherless ctiildieii 
hovered around the pit mouth, liopmg 
against hope that by some miracle o' 
Providence their bread-winners at least 
have been saved. 

All ni^ht the rescue party worked 
with untiring zeal to reach the entombed 
men, the scene on the surface being one 
never to be forgotten. Men, Beeuini'i 
iialf dead, stupid and helpless from the 
fumes of the deadly gas, came up from 
below. Other men, looking scarcely 
more alive, sternly and silently went be- 
low to resume the work of rescue after a 
few moiDcnts' rest in the open air. 
Broken-hearted, wailing women and 
Bobbing children clung lo the place, ask- 
ing uselessly ," If any coukl be living"; 
" If there was any hope for Harry " " If 
Jack could ijossibly be saved?" In the 
half-light tlieefi'ects of the heavy anxiel y 
and of the horriijle work down in the 
mine, breaUiing deadly gaa, were exag- 
gerated on the faces of ttie women ainl 
men, which looked leaden. It was UKJst 
pitiful, when, with a knot of uucon- 
scijus rescuers, there was brought una 
corpse of one of the victims ot the tlia- 
astei-. Then a rush would be made for 
the pit mouth, and one woman be satis- 
fied of the iiselessness of her hofies, 
whil.-l the others went away aLrain a few 
])aces lo iiug to th.eir hearts a despairing 
hope, which was more harii to bear than 
rehignalioii to the worst. 

In the town of Brunnerton tlu! wlnde 
population seemed to have become men- 
tally unhinged. Before this great grief 
the natural human feeling of relicencc^ 
had beiMi Ijroken down, and wotnen sub- 
bed and cried publicly in the atreeta lor 
relatives they ha<l lost, or for friends 
who had suffered loss, Frona the houses 
came tlie aound of wailing and lamenta- 
tion, and the whole community seemed 
to have been stricken desolate. 

Such a crisis, whilst showing the 
weakness of many, called forth — as such 
crises always do in a British comriiim- 
ity — many exhihitiona of noble courage. 
The air in the workings of the (-(jllapsed 
mine was more pestilential than that of 
a charncl bouse. At times one breath 
of it stunned strong men aa tfiey came 
to the work of rescue. Inaddition there 
was imminent daiigtsr of further falls of 
the quaking roof, already rent by a great 
explosion. Yet tlieie was no lack ol 
brave volunteers through the niirhi for 
the work of rescue. ■ Men, too, who were 
rendered unconscious by the gases in the 
drives only came back to the surface to 
recover their strength for another elfort 
to save life. 

At 7 o'clock, the evening after the ex- 
plosion, the Premier arrived by tin: 
special train which he hail ordered a.s 
soon as hi! heard of tluMlroailful disaster. 
Aa " Dick .Seddon " he offered lo take 
hia place among the men toiling among 
the dangers below, thoogli this phu-ky 
and generous oiler wiis refused. Mr. 
Seddon, however, stayed at the scene 
thronghout the nieht, giving what hcdi) 
he could, and in the morning returned 
to Kumara. The rescue work was under 
the supervision of Mr. Cochrane, the 
government inspector of mmes, who did 
not spare himself in pushing forward the 
,'<,ttcmpt to reach the buried men. Shifts 
of sixteen men fought their way to the 
mine foot by foot through the night. At 
fir.st they c<iulil not work lon;;(>r than ten 
minutes at thi! face owing to the dearliy 
exhalations of foul air. imc later this 
time was extended to oi'e hour shifts. 
The men were brought into fresh air only 
as they became nneoiiHcious. (Ironiid 
waa gained very slowly, and by .'! o'clock 
ill tlie morning' the relief party had got 
only about a mile and a half into the in-

An- 
olhe,- pililnl rush of women and chil- 
dren to the pit month was the signal 
that the liouy ol still another victim had 
Ik en recoverovl, that uf Paul IMUon, a 
I'Venchmaii. The k.idies when brought 
to the surface were not much injured ex- 
ternally. In three Cases the pc ir fel- 
lows' arms were in a deleuaive attitude, 
aa if they had made an instinctive efl'ort 
to beat back the approach of the iniir- 
deroua tire damp. By 10 in the morn- 
ing, the rescuers had fought their way 
to the bo^iom of the mine, and theii 
eight additional be dies were recovere<l. 
Work continued unceasingly, but the 
men who had been toiling all night were 
getting much exhausted. Fresh men 
were, liou ever, expected from Kuoani, 
Westport. Some proof of the heroic 
nature of the noble hand engaged in the 
rescue work may he giUhered from tlie 
fact ttnil l-'O or more bad to be taken to 
the surface overcome by the noxious 
cliokedanip ijases. Vet shift after sli lit 
went bravely to the front, toiling under 
circumstances which stanipeil them as 
men of true heroic nioiild. 

A fter a careful search tlirough every 
part of the village as well aa the wrecked 
mine, the following list waa given tu the 
public as the roll of death, and uf the 
families orphaned by the loss of their 
hread-winners :

MURDEEED BY HIS FATHER. 

Details of a Sensational and tor the Time 
Being Mysterious Murder Near 
Paris. 

P.\R!s, May 1. — A\\ Paris ia e.\-citi!d 
over a Bcrisatioiial atnl myHlurioiiH mur- 
der. Two pedestrians walking in the Bois 
(le Viiicennea found tlio corpse of a 
youii^ man in a thicket, the victim hav- 
ing evidently after a desperate struggle 
been stranded, T"ho body was recog- 
nized as that of Eugene Vaaseur, a 
wai'fir aged 17, whose parents vied with 
each other in blackening his character 
and assert i III; that lie had disappeared 
lont.' -siiiee and that they knew 
iiolhiiii: of him. Tiiere was absohitely 
no motive for the crime and 
the polii'c were iion pi tissei 1 . 
Then it was iliscovered that a certain 
raiFwiy employe named ISoiK^lier, a 
cousin iif llie viclini, had been in the 
habit of eivin;; yoiiiiir Va.sseur small Hiili- 
sidies to kei'i) the youth, so he declariHl, 
from va<;aboiiili.sm and from dishonori ii;; 
the family. The elret of nolice huui- 
<moDe I J^ouchi r and discovered that he 
liad a deep wound in the ielt batnl, 
eaiised, as Boucher said, liy a doj;'a bite. 
Bnticiier, hovever, prevaricated, and his 
wife (rave a different explanation of the 
wotiml . ul ti malely confiissi ti!i in a fit of 
livslerics. that Ion- liiisbaiid and VasKi'iir 
senior, had murdered tlu; hitter's 
son. Thereupon l>oncher fully confessed 
bin part in the trluiatly crime. He told 
the prefect of |iolice that his part in tlie 
jissas.Hiiiat ion was to lure yoiini; VaBsenr 
to the aiuhti.ucade when! his father was 
hid<leii. As they passeil the fatal spot 
tlie father Hpranj; out like a tifier and 
seized his son by the throat. Eui^ene, 
shoutinjr for help, offered a desperate 
resistance and the father, blnek in the 
lacp, called to Boucher, " Why don't 
yoi! help, yoii coward?" 

Boacher seized tlje young man by the 
face and was bitten tn the hand He 
looBcneil his u'rip, wbereupmi the f.-Flier 
w 111 a desperate effort thro.v b'" s iii 
down, and lieiuliiiu over him. Hi raii^ded 
him. The men lliiui drajitrcil the eorii-e 
into a thicket and shllik hack to Paris, 
Vaseetir, at parting; with Boucher, call- 
ing out that he would not fail to pay the 
money he bad promised. IJouclier, how- 
ever, t M tlio police that he had 
not the courage to touch blood money. 
As for Vasseur, when questioned by the 
police, be iiiurmure.l withoiat a shade of 
emotion; " It is a crushing piece of bad 
luck that my (illy years of honor and 
uprii.'litne.''B i-hoiild end thus; but what 
could Olio do? Euione was a scamp, nn 
iiifitmous scamp." Both men are incus- 
tody. Vasseur is we'l-tn-dn, and Ima 
rauVtlier son and drughtjr. He once bo- 



fore tried to kill his son, then aged l.S, 
by throwing him into the Seine, but the 
lad escaped from the paternal grip. 

GERMAN LNUUSTRIALEXHIBITIOX 

Opened at Berlin by the Kaiser — Warm 
Welcome to His Majesty. 

j Behmn, May 1.— The indust.-ial exhi- 
bition in Muncipal Hark at Trejitow was 
opened by Empsror William to-day. 
His Majost.v was acconijionit'd hy the 
Empress, lOx-President Eneliiiemann, 
i addressing the iMiiperor, said that the 
<;xhi hit ion was the outcome of a trenera' 
jihtsirt! to i-elebrale 1 1 le twen t y- li fth anni- 
I vei'sary of frei' and uiiiteil (jerinatiy. 
j Till? Ivnperor had shown the '..'realest 
j interest in the w ork , and, con lid i n^: in 
His .Majesty's pacific policy, which 
I promised prosperity and |iro',:iess in nil 
j hninclicM of trade, nilliMl for three cheers 
for the I'lmperor, wliich were triveii with 
the utmost eii tli nsiasn,i. Tbi) niiiiistor 
of ci)iiiiiien-i>, Baron vuii Berlcpsoii, on 
behalf of the Emperor, tlieu declared 
I the exhibition open. The Emperor and 
Empress pubsequently made a lonr of 
t he exhibition, ami later drove thronjih 
the town, which was proiusely decorated 
with flags for the occasion.

There has been no disorder 
whatever, e.Ycept at Vienna and Bilb.ia,

ings of laborers were held 
in every iinarter of the city and were 
very largely iitteie'el. The-e nuetings 
adopted resolutions iti favor of univerHal 
siiir.aL'e. -A t - o'. lock in il,e allernoon 

etiori 1-1 cro.V'ls iiT' leeeded aim g the 

lii I'Usl rasse to the I'raier, where tliercB- 
t'luraiits were craiiuiieil full of people. 
The numbers were estimated at over 
DU.Olii) people. Xotwithataiidiiig this 
vast cuncoiir.-e quiet olitained until a 
disputfi arose in the evening between 
some Bohemian workmen and tho land- 
lord of the big Swoboda restaurant. 

A fierce flgiit ensued with the mount- 
ed and font police. Ntiniheraof persons, 
including women and children, weie 
seriously wounded by salires, and the 
hand 111 one person w;is cut off. Tl e 
military was siimiiioned l>y telephone, 
and two sipiailnuis of buicers with 
drawn sabres uallnped to the Frater, lol- 
lowed by four haitaliMns ol infantrv, 
who hastened to the sceni! at a double 
quick 8le|j with fixed biiyunelH. In- 
tense excitement was caused tlirougb- 
iint the city by the rioting 
and liy vague fears of a wide 
spread milbreak. Fifty arrests were 
made and ninety pei 61 ms iujureti were 
taken to the hospital, while large num- 
bers of those wlio were hurt were carried 
to their homes hy friends. Order was 
finally restored in the city by H o'clock 
in the eviMiitig. At liillioa, in iSpain, 
1 ,. '")()() miners from t'allarta^aiid .\ rlioleda 
district struck and l)(!caiiie I'iotous so 
that the gens d'armes weie obliued to 
lire upon them to suppress the disturb- 
ain;e.

MR. LiURIER'S SPEECH 

Remarkable for What 'Was Omitted— 'Vague 
and Indefinite on tlie Trade 
Question. 

(From tli.i Montreal Gazette.) 
Mr. L'.uirier'b stieech at Sohmer park 
last night was much more reniarkaide 
for what was omitted than for anything 
tluit was said. One would htxve thought 
that after the extraordinary session of 
parliaiiient just closed, the leader of a 
great ptirty, opening a genera! election 
campaign, woulil have had sonictliiiig to 
say ahont recent events, iiiid tliu im- 
portant measure which the uoveiiiiiieiit 
submitted to the jiidiiiiient of the house 
and the country. But .Mr. Laiirier'a 
reference to the remedial hill was very 
brief and of a very general and i;uleliiiile 
(diaracter. lb; said it was an iiicom- 
jilete and iiiipractiGuhle measure; 
tjtit he did not explain in what 
particulars it wii;? incomplete or 
why his I'ollowins had prevented 
parliament fioni even considering some 
111 its leadiiiu clauses. He did not ex- 
plain why, inslead of trying to make the 
measure complete and practicable, he 
moved the rejection of the measure 
w hich Archbishop Langevin, on behalf 
of the Manitoba minority, pronounced 
satisfactory and eflicacious. i\lr, Faurier 
declari^d liimsidf in favor of coiiciliiil ion 
and an enquiry into the I'acts — the old 
simtr which li(^ has cliaiile'l, not without 
variation, lor two or tiirei' years back, 
l,;'st niiilit there was hanlly even a new 
grace note. Most of the speech might 
have been delivered last year just as 
well as last night. .So far as can be 
gathered .Mr. Laurier ia opposed to re- 
medial legislation in any event, 
although the most distinguished 
ccnistitutional lawyer on his aide 
ol the house, the Hon. David 
.Mills, has admitted that, when all other 
means are e.\liauste<l, it becoraea theab 
-oliite duly of parliament to have re- 
course to this, the only constiltilional 
method of redrt -s, .Mr. l-:iurier i'lys he 
IS in favor of cnnciliatiuti, and it is upon 
lie se lines tlitU he will act if returned to 
power. Hut ill this, us in the reciprocity 
plank of the I.ihiual platform, .Mr. haul- 
ier ignores the fairt that there are always 
two parties to a bargain. Von cannot 
ciincilitite a man who refuses to be con- 
ciliated, and the recent iie;;,oiiations with 
the Manitoba government have made it 
absolutely clear that Mr. (ireenway and 
his colleagues have taken a de- 
termined Bttnd, from which they 
do not intend to budge. The 
choice is siinply between passing a 
remedial bill and abandonin.g the .Man- 
itoba minority to the mercy of the (ireen- 
way government, which means tlie loss 
of the privileges ,Mr. I^aurier s coiniiat- 
riots hold most ilear. Mr. Eiiurier 
should really come out plainly and say 
one thing or another. Tlie goveriiuient 
has made a definite and decisive stand 
ill favor of remedial le;;islation. Is .Mr, 
Laui ier for it or against it? This is a 
question to which tiie electors ought to 
demand an answer before tliey think of 
entrusting Mr. Laurier with the reins of 
power. 

On the trade ijuestioii Mr. Laurier was 
just as vague aad indefinite. lie ia go- 
ing, be says, to modify the tariff so as to 
benefit agriculture without injtirinu 
manufacturing industry. This is a very 
pleasing S(;heiiie, no doubt, hut what 
people! want t) know is: "How is it 
i;oiiig to be iloneV" It is all very well 
lor .Mr. I^aurier to tell the artizans of 
.Montreal that his tariff changes will he 
for their advantage. Tliey would be in 
a better position to judge of this if lie 
would L'ive them a gliiiimerof light as to 
what those cliamies would be. >Ir. Laur- 
ier last iiii.'lit delivered a very lineeulogy 
of this part of t^uebec as the garden 
of Canada — very pretty and iiicluresqiie 
and poelii-al, and c iiitainiiii; witlial a 
modicum of tiseful geouiaiihica! inform- 
ation. Bat, after all, this is hardly the 
kind of information the people want 
when a general election is in sight.

The 
Mayor and all membsrs of the board 
were present, and, in committee of the 
whole, were discussing at some length , 
Aid. Williams' motion, announced at a I 
previous meelinir, to jn-ovide for ii specie,! 
levy on inu.iroveiiieiits lor health par- 
poses. .Milerman Maciiiilhtn, the first 
and hist ^ipeaker on the subject, consid- 
ered that the matter should be left in 
abeyance until at least the J tibilec hos- 
pital rant waa flKtal by t.iie itoimcil. 
The statement made in Vho C^u.oni.st 
concerning lower taxation this year than 
for the past six years, he alleged to 
he niisleading ami inaccurate, and he 
iMstanced th« taxation on several of the 
It.rger proptirties in town in suiijiort of 
;V.is arguinent.. In the course of his ad- 
'dress the .Mayor leiniiided the .Milernian 
that his time allowance had expired, 
and that tin; iniorinalion he was giving 
w^as availabli! to anyone who wanted it 
in the city assessor's oHice. .Alderman 
MaciiiiUun thereu)ion took his seat with 
a iiromise to llis Worship that he would 
lake another opjiorluiiity to lay hi.s in- 
formation before the council. Aid. 
Humphrey next rising said he be- 
lieved taxation would come heavier this 
year than last, and in this respect h« 
agreed wilh the alderman who had pre- 
ceded 'him. Here the Mayor cautioned 
the Alderman to pay better attention to 
theBcnsjof ICiiglish languarge. V<'hat 
the jiaiier had stated and uluil he 
said was that the gross levy of taxation 
u a.s less this |^year than for six years 
past. .\ld. I'arfridge in a coiuase ad- 
ilivHs agreed with the ^layor, while Aid. 
.Marchaiit followed with a e|ieech which 
exhausted llis time allowance, an oc- 
currence of which Aid. Tiarks was quick 
to take note. In the course of his re- 
luarks he announced that his own taxa- 
tion had been increasetl cents tliif 
year. .Aid. Wilson took ohjection tc the 
sarcastic niuiiner in which .Vld. Iliini- 
])iirey had referred to his iiersonal taxa- 
i ion, and concluded by saying that the 
present taxation was " putting it ujjoii '' 
ihe poor man. .Vld. .Marchant again 
sjioke at length on the subject. After- 
wards .Aid. .Macinillan asked if he 
Would be ill oriler to s[ieak again, and 
l)roceeded to|give a semi-iiolitical sjjei'ch. 
I'efore he coimiieiiced, however, .Aid. 
Tiarks leached for his hat and left the 
room. -At the same lime .Aid. Partridge 
sought the hack of the council and a 
pipe to banish loneliness. .\.ld. Glover 
in an apologetic uiannor soon afterwards 
took his departure, while .Aid. Wilson 
followed Aid. TiarkB through the dom . 
Aid. Marchant then going hack to talk 
to the two aldermen in the rear of the 
hall, the Mayor reminded the deseirted 
alderman speaking that there wds uu 
quorum, whereupon Aid. Macntillan 
concluded his remarks, and all the alder- 
iiHui resumed their places, the meeting 
atijouriiing with the consoling remark of 
-Aid. Marchant to .Vld. Macmillan that 
he had been " wasting his sweelnej.s on 
the desert air."

Lo.sDON-, May 1.— The smallijox epi- 
demic in Gloucester has demonstrated 
the criminalty of those faddists who con- 
demn vaccination, Out oi 3<i(5 cases, 207 
had never been vaccinated, loS had been 
vaccinated only in infancy and o:;ly am: 
liatiiiit had been re vaccinated. Of 
(Mglcy-ono deaths seventy were nn- 
vaccinated and the remaining eleven had 
been vaccinated only as babies. Fur- 
thermore, the uu vaccinated who were so 
fortunate as to escajie death will be 
horrihly nnirked for life. Tlie |H'ople ot 
tiloticester read the moral in these 
f.ici.sand no less than 20,000 persons 
have been vaccinated there since llie 
oiulireak of tho loathsotne epidemic.

HAENESSING NIAGARA. 

Preparations Making to Transmit Power by 
Wire to New Yoric City— •' Handling" 
Its Roar. 

Xi.m;ai[.\ 1''ai.i.s, Mav 1. — A loop is he- 
ini; constracled here to connect the wires 
of the I'ostal Telei,'ra])li Cable Co. with 
the power-house of the Niaj^ani Falls 
I'ower Co. for the purpose ot traiisniit- 
tiiij: over the Postal wires from this city 
to New York an electric current witli 
which to Htart the niachineiy ul the 
Electrical e^^bibition in that city 
next tnonth. The Niagara Falls 
Power Co. have a miniature power piani 
on exhibition mid it will be run during,' 
the exhibition by power f;ener;ited at 
the falls, thus affording a demonstration 
of the feasibilitv of t rtiiisniittiiij; elec- 
trical jiower for a Unv^ distance. Tlie 
ctirrent will he traiisniitted hy three 
wires, juid about iSriO vo''.s will be trans- 
mitted. During' about rwo liour.s each 
ninlit the machinery will be run by a di- 
rect current , and during the rest of the 
time from .storage batteries eliarged by 
these currents. The ami)eraj;e is low, 
(jiving about one-tenth horee-power at 
the destination. 

The (irst experiment of transmitting 
the mar of the falls by telephone was 
undertaken this, evening. It was not 
entirely Bntisfaetory as the conditioiis 
were not jierfect. Other experiments 
will he made under belter conditioiis 
with hope of success. Ceneral Superin- 
tendent CulhertHoii stiid to-ni^bt that 
the vibrations of the roar could be con- 
ducted, but v/hetber they would be 
recognized was an open question aa yet.
